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EF O enlarge on the Powers of Medicines 
| themſelves, would be a uſeleſs and needleſs 

Subject, fince none can deny their Efficacy, 
as being the Deity's Second Cauſes to effect the 
Reſtoration of Health: It may be neceſſary, ne- 
vertheleſs to ſay ſomething concerning theſe we 
now preſent the Publick with ; they are all Ge- 
nuine; being the Notes for Preſcriptions of an 
eminent Phyſician lately Dead; never before 
printed or any where to be found but on-Apothe- 
caries Files: they are excellent in their kind, 
and by being eaſy as well as efficacious, be- 
come more fitted for Family Uſe than any ever yet 
publiſhed. The Hopes that they may be of Uſe to 
People whoſe Diſtance or Circumſtances hinder 
immediate Application, prompted me to a Tran- 
lation, that thoſe Clergy or Ladies, who for the 
Benefit of their poor Country Neighbours, employ 
their charitable Endeavours to reſlore Health, 
may be aſſiſted with a Manual of Receipts on 
which with the greateſt Safety they may depend. 
There is no Diſeaſe that can probably happen to 
the Human Body, but we may 8 find a 


Weapon to Combat it withal : And to render their 
Uſe and Application more univerſal and certain, I 


have caſually added ſuch Remarks as may ſerve to 
1 | guide 
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guide and help their Preparation or Adminiſtra- 


tion. 


The Materials of which they are compounded, 
are ſeldom any thing beyond the Produce of the 
Country ; that nothing therefore may be wanting to 
compleat fo uſeful a Work, I will here add a ge- 
neral Account of the Operations of all Kinds of 
Medicine. | 


Medicines have been variouſly claſſed by Diſ- 
penjary Writers, but it is certain that the general 
Drvifion can be but into three.

De ſeveral Ways of increafing the Diſcharges, 
and thereby leſſening or emptying the Body are 
Eight, viz. by Vomit, Stool, Urine, Sweat, Spit- 
ting, Sneezings, Cleanſers of the Womb, or that 
Diſcharge by Bliſters, Setons or Iſſues.

And firſt Vomits, which is the moſt Sovereign 
F all Evacuations in thoſe Conſtitutions that will 
admit of them. They are of two Sorts, the milder or 
thoſe that diſturb nathing beyond the Stomach, and 
the rougher, or thoſe that give a Shock to the 
whole Fabrick ; by by means of Vomits all that Filth 
Hing in the Folds f the Stomach is diſcharg'd, 
which Purges would only ſkip by, and by 2 Aronger 
- Sort, the Liver, Spleen and neighbouring Parts 
are powerfully ſhook and irritated to diſcharge 
all -Obftruttions and open a freer Circulation: 
They are of great Uſe in Diſeaſes of the Brain 
and Nerves, and in many other, but let this Cau- 
tion be obſerv/d, viz. that they are more uſeful in 
Summer than Winter, that none who have bad 
Lungs ſhould meddle with them, that they are rather 
fitting to be taken when up, than laying drum; and 
that an Opiate ſhould be given after their Operation 
is over. The next Evacuant is Purges, which are 
likewiſe of the milder and the rougher Sort ; the 
former are rather to be uſed than the latter, as 
you may encreaſe the Doſe by Degrees, obſerving 
that Purges do not always burt when they don't 
operate. Aloes are burtful to People of a bot 
dry Conftitution and give the Piles ; Caſſia ſhould 
not be given to any diſtempered with Ulcers of 
either Kidneys or Bladder, nor to Women with + 
Child. Bitter Apple is à violent Purge and 
moves the Brain ftrongly, Hellebore is a good Me- 
dicine, but will flay too long in the Body unleſs © 
join d with Scammony or ſome Quickner, neither

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Jallap nor Scammony ſhould be given to weak 
Perſons, to thoſe addicted to Swoonings, to byp0-

Manna is hurtful to cholerick Conſtitutions 
which, it heats inſtead of cooling, and the Party 


 fhould ſoon eat after it; Mechoacan is an uſeful 


Purger, as is Mercurius Dulcis if given in due 
Doſes ; there are abundance of other Purges that 
though not ſo good by themſelves, become excellent 
in Compoſition, as are ſeveral of the purging Re- 
cerpts in this Book, obſerving their Virtues ac- 


cording to the Diſeaſes they are appropriated to. 


The third ſort of Evacuants is Diuretics, or 
7 Urine, of which you have here ſome excellent 
orms ; they have a Faculty of ſeparating various 
Humours out of the Maſs of Blood; in the Uſe 


of them obſerve, that the Addition of Honey and 


Sugar encreaſes their Virtues, that they ought to 
precede the Uſe of ſweating Medicines; That 
the fame Sort are not good for all; that all the 
Body may be drained by their proper Help, that 
they are not to be uſed at Meal times (except the 
Solution of Gum Arabick) and that they ſhould be 
uſed often to make them effeflual. 


. The fourth Evacuant is Diaphoretic or by 
Sweat, .which is of univerſal Uſe in obſlrufed 
 Perſpi- 
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Perſpiration, or what is uſually called catchi ng 
Cold, and in all Fevers to promote the bringing them 
to 4 Head; they are ſometimes burtful, as where 
the Serum of the Blood is in too great Quantity, 
but in the Urgency of the Diſeaſe, and by the cloſe 


following the Account of thetr Virtues, you may uſe 


the Recerpts here given for that End with Safety 
and Advantage. 


De fifth Evacuation is per formed by Medicines 
that promote the ſpitting up any Thing that 
offends the Breaſt ; as in Aſihmas, Coughs, Phlegm 
on the Stomach, &c. or by emptying the hurtful - 
Matter by the Glands of the Mouth in venereal 
Caſes ; the la/} operate by opening and widening 
the Pores of the Jaws, Palate, Tongue, &c. and 
by fuſing, melting and cutting the ſerous Hu- 
meur, they greatly help to root out rebellious Di 
eaſes ; the former that help to cut and bring up 
viſcid Phlegm, are of great Service in Diſeaſes 


of the Breaſt ; ſeveral Forms of both may be found 
— 


Sneezing Powders or Liquids are a fixth Kind 
of Evacuants, and great things may be done this 


| Way by proper Medicines, they operate by irri- 


tating the Membranes of the Noſirils, they eaſe 
the Head both in General and alſo in Particular, 
and are chiefly of Uſe in Apoplexies, Epil:pfies, 
and difficult Labours ; but are hurtful in venereal 
Head-achs, Fractures, Luxations of the Ribs, 


Rup- 
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Ruptures, Ulcers * the Lungs, Spitting of 
Blood, &c. 


Thoſe Medicines that cleanſe the Womb, and 
promote menſirual Diſcharges are another Kind 
of Evacuants, of which ſee @ full Account in 
the Remark, page 41. There remains only the 
Diſcharge by Bliſters, Setons and Yes. 


| Blifters are either of great Service or - Diſſervice ; 
they draw a Variety of Humours, and are of Uſe in 
that Kind of Dropfies not broke into the Cavities 
of the Belly, are requifite in all Pains whether 
ſeorbutick or gouty, fixed any where in the outer 
Habit of the Body, or in any Member ; alſo 
hen the Blood wants to be leiſurely cleared from 
any foreign or diſeaſed Matter, or in all putrid 
gnant Fevers, Scurvy, Green-Sickneſs, or 
any iſh Marion of the Blood; it is very profit= 
able, and of excellent Uſe in Head-achs, Ver- 
tigo s, Dizzineſs, Lethargy, Convuſſions; or any 
Diſtempers too rooted to 81 ve Way to any other 
Evacuations. 


On the other Hand, Bliſters are very hurtful 
to theſe who are affii Hed with any Diſtempers of 
the urinary Paſſages, in the Whites, Gonorrhea 
or any ſeminal Diſcharge ; and in ſome Conſti- 
tutions throw too many Salts in the Blood, and do 
much Damage. Setons are very profitable in 
Defluxions upon the Eyes, and Pains in the Head;

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and before any old Ulcers of the Limbs are dried. 
up, I would adviſe an ſue to ſerve as @ Drain. 


T would here ſay ſomething concerning Bleed 
ing, but as that Operation cannot (or I ſhould ſay, 
ought not) be done without a regular Surgeon, 
ſuch Inſtructions would be needleſs. | 


The ſecond general Diviſion is of Reſtoratives, 
or ſuch as add to and encreaſe the Bulk of the 
Body, which may be ſubdivided into Strengthners, 
or ſuch as agglutinate, bind, or dry up, which 
laſt are uſually term'd Sweetners of the Blood; or 
into Hypnotics or fuch as procure Sleep, Aggluti- 
nants by their ſmooth flimy Parts, reſtore the De- 
cays made by continual Motion of the Parts, and 
thus ſeveral reſtorative Medicines in this Book 


form d on that Bafis are of the utmoſt Uſe. 


The Operation of Reſtringents or Binders is 
generally to cloſe the Mouths of bleeding Veſſels, 
or render the Bowels inſenfible of the Stimulation 
of purging - Medicines, they are ſuch as add 
a Springineſs or Elaſticity to the Fibres and reſtore 
the Tone of the Blood ; as for the Uſe of them in 
Fluxes we are to obſerve, not to uſe any by them- 
ſelves without ſome Purgative, nor ever to endea- 
vour to flop any Looſeneſs till it bath vitiated the 
Appetite, for ſo long as that remains in a State 
of Health, the other is no more than a critical. 
Diſcharge of Nature, endeavouring to throw off 

| her 
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ber Enemy, which if not ſtrong enough to do alone 
ſhe muſt be gently aſſiſted by ſome Purgative mixed 
with gentle Reſtringents. So proceeding by De- 
grees, and I doubt not but a due Regard paid to 
theſe Rules, with the Uſe of the Remedies pre- 
ſeribed in this Book, will be of ſingular Service; as 
for the Uſe of Reſiringents in Over flowings of the 
Menſes, the Reader is referred to the Remarks on 

the Remedies preſcrib'd in this Caſe, where they are 
largely treated of. 


The Article of Abſorbents next comes under 
Conſideration, in which Claſs are all thoſe things 
that ſeak up ſuperfluous Moiſture, and ſheath or 
blunt the Acrimony or Acidity of the Blood or 
other Juices, hence all teſtaceous Powders, Chalk, 
Lime and the reſt come in Uſe, and for all Heart- 
Burns,  Hecticks, Acid-Belches, and other Diſ- 
erders, as you will find in the Table of Diſeaſes. 


. Hypnotics, or Medicines to procure Sleep, are 

of great Uſe to thoſe who can bear them well, but 
on the contrary, thoſe who are either remarkably 

corpulent or thin, of a cold Conſtitution or le- 
: thargick Diſpoſition, muſt certainly find Hurt 
. thereby, tho in ſome Caſes they are the only Re- 
lief. They ſhould be taken a confiderable Time 
10 after Eating, leaſt a violent Pain in the Stomach 
uf ſhould take the Place of Reſt; after bleeding 
wit they are highly improper at leaſt for ſome Time. 
| Where Laudanum will not ſeize and diſorder the 
11 ; \ H. a 4 7 
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Head, it is the beſt Opiate, and may be ſafely: 
given to Children or Women with Child, but 
where it does, which 1s too often the Caſe, you. 
have in this Book an invaluable Receipt in the 
Pil. Nepenthe, Opiates are excellent in Cholicks, 
Pains of the Bowels, Fevers, Plague, Defluxions 
on the Lungs, and in inveterate Coughs, but 
avoid them in bydropick Perſons. } 

The laſt general Diviſion is Alteratives, or 
ſuch as alter the Conſtitution, without any Vijible- 
Increaſe or Decreaſe of the Bulk and are, firſt 
Nervous, which are either Cordials, Cephalics, 
Carminatives, or Hyſterics ; or ſecondly, Stoma-" 
chicks, or thirdly, Balſamcks, which are either 
Softners, Reſtorers, Vulneraries or Cleanſers, or 
fourthly, Coolers. 


What ſoever cheareth the Heart is termed cor- 
dial, and what eaſeth the Head cephalic, the 
Manner they act is by roufing the fluggiſh Spirits, 
and adding to the force of the Fibres. All Aromatics, 
or feet ſmelling Simples come under this Head, of 
which hereafter you have many Forms, but take 
the following Cautions ; when there is a great De- 

bility or Weakneſs of the Faculties, we muſt not 
preſently flee to comforting Cordials nor indeed 
to them alone, but the Cauſes are to be removed, 
whether there be an Overfulneſs of Blood, Suffe-- 
cating the Spirits, or an evil Diſpoſition defuling. 
them, whence often either bleeding or purging 


will 
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will remove the Cauſe ; do not too often under the 
Notion of comforting, take ſpirituous Prepa- 
rations, leſt inflead of Lighting you put out the 
vital Flame, but let Neceſſity and Moderation be 
your Guide. | 


I Cephalicks have regard that no cephalick 
Spirit, Water or Elixir be taken on an empty 
Stomach, leaſt they deſtroy, for then they run to 
the Bowwels, harden the Brain, and r Apo- 
Plexies and Dropſies. EY | 


Carminatives are ſuch Medicines as e 
Wind, of” which as you may conſult hereafter, I 
Will only ſay here, give them not where the Pa- 
trent is coſtive, or the Excrements hard, leaſt 
binding too much they force the Bowels to throw 
their Contents upwards. 


Hyſterics are thoſe Medicines that affect the 
Womb, of Part of which,. viz. the Forcers or 
Stoppers of the Terms wwe have ſhewn elſewhere, 
Under this Head are all the Remedies for the 
Womb, which ſeem to operate by a cleanſing 
Quality that open the Glands and by Degrees wear 
away Obſtruttions ; further Remarks ſee hercafter. 


The ſecond Claſs are thoſe that belp the Sto- 
mach, and are generally Acids or Bitters, of 
which you have here uſeful Forms, with the Vir- 
zues affixed to each of them, 


Soft- 


- 
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Softners obtain the next Place, which are ſuch 
as ſheath and ſoften the Sharpneſs of the Hu- 
mours, and relax and ſupple the Solids, at the 
ſame Time ; for when in the Stomach or 
Parts, the Juices have-obtained ſuch a Sharp- 
neſs as to twitch and render uneaſy the Fibres and 
nervous Part, which often happens, thoſe Things 
which are ſmooth, ſoft and yielding, cannot but 
wrap up their Points and render them impercep- 
tible when they may gradually by the common 
Courſe of Circulation, be brought to ſome convent= 
ent out-let without doing any Injuries by the Way ; 
ſuch Parts alſo draw the Fibres into Cramps, keep 
them too tight and often occaſion thereby Obſtruc- 
tions of the worſt Kind, in all ſuch caſes Softners 
lubricate and moiſten the Fibres, ſo as to relax 
them into their proper Dimenſions, whereupon the 
Diforders ceaſe. Forms for theſe Uſes you will find 
hereafter. | 


The Reſtoratives of | this Claſs afford Nou- 
riſhment rather than Medicine, and whatever 
anſwers this End is both endued with a Diſpoſition 
to enter into and mix with the moſt ſubtle of the 
Human Fluids, and to fall into and adhere with, 
ſuch Vacancies of the Solids as have been worn 
away by Afton and ſtand in need of Recruit ; of 
this alſo you have ſome Forms. Vulneraties 
differ only in Degrees of Strength, with Detergents 
or Cleanſers, and are of ſuch Parts as are fit to 
mix with, thin, and wear away the Contents of 
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Abſceſſes and Ulcerations, and thoſe flimy and 

thick Cullections of Humours which are apt to ad- 

here to and ebftru#t the Veſſels. Of theſe alſo you 
| bave a ſufficient Choice. | 


The laſt Article of all is Coolers, which are of 
i tuo Sorts, ſuch as immediately produce a Senſe of 
n Cold or ſuch as check by their Vicidity the too 
guick Motion of the Blood; for further Obſerva- 
tions, fee the Remarks on ſeveral of the following 
Medicines. 


Thus much I thought neceſſary to premiſe that 
| theſe excellent Receipts might not go naked into 
the World, if they have any Effect to produce a due 
Management in the Uſe of them and thereby con- 
tribute to the Public Good, I have my End. 


That this Work might be made as uſeful as 
poſſeble to private Perſons, it was thought proper 
to add to it by way of Appendix, the Receipts 
that have of late been made publick, by Sir Hans 
Sloane, Bart. Dr. Mead, and ſome others, which 
it is hoped, will not be unacceptable to the

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RECEIPTS 
PHYSICK,&. 


I. Aqua Analeptica. Reſtorative Water. 


AKE live Snails, clear'd from their 
: Shells, four Ounces; waſh them 
BK three or four Times in Water, and 
laſtly, in a Quart of Small-Beer : Bruiſe them, 
and put them in two Quarts of Red Cows + 
Milk, and add dry'd Leaves of red Roſes, and 
of the Herbs, Roſemary, Marjoram, Baum, 
and Mint, all dry'd, of each one Handful : 
Put them in a Still, and let it run off upon a 
ſufficient Quantity of white Sugar-Candy. 
This is an admirable Medicine in all Con- 
ſumptions ; is of great Service in Vapours, and 
all uneaſy Irritations of the Nerves: The Doſe 
is three Ounces, Morning, Noon, and at Night. 


2. Aqua Aperitiva, Opening Water. 


Take of the common - Liver-wort, one 
Handful ; of the Leaves of Harts-Tongue and 
Oſmund-Royal, of each half a Handfu! : Boil 
B them 
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them in a Pint of Spring Water to half, adding 
ſtoned Raiſins half a Pound, and Hartſhorn 
Shavings one Dram: Strain it, and keep it for 
Uſe. 

This Water or (rather Decoction) taken every 
Morning, one Ounce to a Child under ten, and 
two or three Ounces, in a more advanced Age, 
and greater Strength, is extremely prevalent, in 
all hepatick Obſtructions, the Jaundice both 
yellow and black, and all ricketty Weakneſſes 
in Children. 


3. Aqua ad Calculum. Water againſt the Stone. 


Take Malaga Wine three Pints; of the 
Leaves of Rue and Sage, of each one Handful : 
Boil this till a Pint is conſum'd ; preſs out the 
Decoction, and add Ginger half an Ounce, 
Nutmegs three Drams, and Long-Pepper one 
Ounce : Boil them again till the Spice falls to 
the Bottom. Then 

Take Mithridate and Yenice-Treacle, of each 
ſix Drams, diſſolve them in one Pint of An- 
Ree ane, and mix with the above Wine. 

One Ounce of the above, every Morning, till 
the Symptoms abate, is of great Service in Stop- 
pages of Urine, and the Gravel and Stone. 


REMARKS. 


The Sage and Rue muſt be ſtript from the 
Stalks, and the Wine not made to boil faſt, 
but rather ſimmer gently ; the Ginger mult be 


ſlic'd, and the Nutmeg and Pepper groſly pow- 
| der'd, 
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der'd, that the Virtues may the readier come 
out. 


4. Aqua Antichacochimia. Water purifying the 
Blood. 


Take red Sanders groſly powder'd two Drams, 
the beſt Senna half a Drachm, Sal Alkali, (Salt 
of Glaſs-wort) and Sal Prunel, of each half a 
Scruple ; macerate for twelve Hours in half a 
Pint of ſtrong Lime-Water, and it will look 
like red Wine: Decant the Infuſion clear from 
the Dregs, and to half a Pint of this Infuſion, 
add one Ounce of French Brandy. | 

One Ounce of this Infuſion taken early in the 
Morning, will ſometimes purge gently, ſome- 
times ſweat, and ſometimes work off by Urine, 
according to the Inclinations of Nature, or the - 
Matter to be carried off: But which way ſo- 
ever it worketh, it greatly purifieth the whole 
Maſs of Blood ; and therefore is excellent in 
the Dropſy, Leproſy, Scurvy, and confirm'd

5. Aqua Cephalica. Water for the Head-Ach. 


Take of the Herbs Hyſop, Roſemary, and 
Betony, of each fix Handfuls ; Spring Water 
two Quarts : Diſtil three Pints. | 

Its Title ſhews its Uſe: The Doſe is two 
Ounces Night and Morning. 
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6. Aqua Ceſmetica, Beautifying-Water, 


Take Lytharge of Silver two Ounces; the 
—_— Vinegar one Pint : Boil them together ; 
then 

Take Camphire, Borax, Allum, Oil of Tar- 
ter by the Bag, of each two Drams; Da- 
maſk and red Roſe Water, of each one Pint : 
Boll all together, filter and mix with the 
Vinegar, and keep'for Uſe well ſtopped. 
* This is a good and fafe Coſmetic; and the 
Face waſh'd with it, will be ſoon cleanſed from 
all Freckles, Tans, Spots and Redneſs. 


RE MAR R s. 


If the above ſhould be too ſharp, it may be 
lower' d with a little Spring Water, and this 
ſhould be always remark'd; when any re- 
pelling Medicine is applied to the Skin, thoſe 
Humours driven back, ſhould be carried off by 
ſome diuretic Medicine, or diverted downwards 
by a gentle Purge. 


7. Aqua Coſmetica alter. Another Beautifying- 
Water. | 


Take Spring Water one Pint; white Wine 
half a Pint; the Juice of two Lemons ; Bean- 
flowers, Elder-flowers, each one Handful ; 
white Lilly Roots, two Ounces; Roots of 
Marſh-mallows and Daiſies, each half an Ounce ; 
of the Leaves of Fumitory and Silver-weed, 
each one Handful and a half; Camphire half a 

Drachm : 
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Drachm : Let all macerate for one Night, and 
next Morning ſqueeze out, and let it ſtand in 
the Sun ſix Days ; then keep for Uſe. 
Its Virtues and Uſe are the fame as the other ; 
only this being much ſofter, is more adapted 
to Chaps in the Skin, and Puſtules i in the Face. 


8. Aqua Cordialis. Cordial-Water. 


Take of the beſt French Claret, one Pint; 
Black Cherry Water, a Quart ; Leaves of Balm, 
and Cinnamon bruiſed, of each one Ounce ; 
Nutmegs, two Drams: Macerate for a Day 
and a Night, and then diſtil; and to each Pint 
of the diſtill'd Water, add four Ounces of 
white Sugar-Candy. 

This is a great Cordial, and a Glaſs of it will 
greatly revive in all Languors of the Spirits, 
Faintings, and that Sickneſs very common after 
Bleeding. | 


9. Aqua Diuretica. Water, provoking Urine, 


Take Roots of Marſh-mallows, two Drachms; 
Liquorice-Root, half an Ounce; Elecampane- 
Roots, three Drams; Burnet-Leaves, one 
Handful; Raiſins and Prunes, each one Ounce: 
Boil all in a Quart of Rain Water. 

Three Ounces of this Decoction, three or 
four times a Day, provokes Urine; and by lu- 
bricating the urinary Paſſages, may promote the 
Expulſion of ſome ſmall Stones that may hin- 
der the free Diſcharge of the Water; but this 
B 3 is 
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(6) 
is too light to be depended on in Caſes of 
Conſequence. 


10. Aqua Divina Nera. Our divine Water. 


Take an Ounce of ſublimate Mercury, and 
boil in a Sand Heat for half an Hour in a Glaſs 
Veſſel in half a Pint of Roſe-Water, four 
Ounces of Plantain-Water, and an Ounee of 
 Citron- Water, and of Water of Sweet Navew ; 
filter and keep for Uſe. 

By waſhing the Part, this is greatly preva- 
lent againſt all malignant Ulcers, Scabs and 
Itch ; minding the Remark of the 6th Article. 


REMARKS. 


As the ſweet Navew Water is now ſeldom 
made, an Ounce of the ſtrong Decoction of the 
Herb w1ll be as well. 


II. Agua ad Fiſtulam. Water for a Fiſtula. 


Take of white Vitriol and Allum, each two 
Ounces; powder them and put them in a large 
Crucible on a ſtrong Fire: Let them calcine, 
and when cold, powder it again; then take a 
Quart of boiling Spring Water, into which, by 
little and little, caſt in one Ounce of the ſaid 
Powder, and when cold keep for Uſe. 
This is an excellent Water for Fiſtulas and 
callous Ulcers, waſhing the Place, and laying 
on a Pledget of Lint wet and preſs d out, with 
the Water,

for a Fiſtula. 


Take Sal Armoniac, Roch Allom, White 

Vitriol, Camphire, and Succotrine Aloes, of 
each two Drams ; Lime-water a Pint; let them 
boil for an Hour in a well-luted Earthen Veſſel 
not glazed, and when cold keep for Uſe. 
I his, beſides the Virtues of the above, is 
of great Service in Specks and Inflammations of

13. Aqua Galli Rubri. Water of a Red Cock. 


Take of the Herbs Hyſſop, Wild Marjoram 
and Burnet, of each one Handful ; Leaves of 
Roſemary half an Ounce, Raiſins of the Sun 
two Pound, Currants three Pound; cut the 
Herbs ſmall, and mix with the Fruit, and put 
half the Quantity in an Alembick ; then 

Take an old Red Cock alive, pluck him, cut 
him in half, and throw away the Guts ; place 
him upon the Herbs in the Alembick ; then 
ſtrew on the remaining Herbs, and pour in 
two Quarts of White Wine and one Quart of 
Water, and diſtil two Quarts, according to Art, 
upon two Pound of White Sugar. 

The Water ſo diſtill'd is a wonderful Reſto- 
rative, and conduces greatly to recruit a Waſte of 
the Solids, therefore cannot but be of great Uſe in 
Conſumptions, and a Waſting common in Hec- 
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1 | 
tics, and is excellent after a Salivation — The 
Doſe is two Ounces twice a Day. 


14. Aqua Lactis Coagulatione. Water againſt 
the Curdling of Milk. 


Put ten Handfuls of Ladies Mantle (freſh 
gather'd with the Dew upon it) into a cold 
Still, and without any Water diſtil ; then 

Take one Pound of the above Water ; Red, 
Yellow, and White Saunders, finely powder'd, 
of each one Ounce; let them macerate for 
three Days, and decant and keep for Uſe. 

This is intended for the Curdling of Milk 
and Pains of the Breaſt in new-deliver'd Wo- 
men; fomenting the Breaſt twice a Day, and 
taking inwardly four Ounces Night and Morn- 


ing. 
15. Aqua Lithontriptica. Water for the Stone. 


Take of Hips full ripe one Pound, bruiſe 
them, and macerate in White Wine three

Pound, Of the Green Tops of Horſe-Radiſh 
one Handful, Nutmegs one Ounce ; White 
Wine a ſufficient Quantity to cover the above;

This is more powerful than the former, the 
Doſe is two Ounces twice a Day. 


17. Aqua Opthalmica, Eye-Water. 
Take of the Flowers of Red-Roſes, the 
Herbs, Teaſel, Vervain, and Ground-Pine, of 
each one Handful ; burnt Vitriol one Dram : 
Diſtil in an Alembick and keep for Uſe. 
This is for ſtrengthening the Eyes and ſharp- 


ening the Sight. Drop a little into the Eye 
often. 


18. Aqua Opthalmca Alter. Another Eye- 
Water. 


Take of the Leaves of Ground-Pine, Ce- 
lendine, and Daiſies, of each equal Parts, 
bruiſe and preſs out the Juice, to which add an 
equal Quantity of Roſe-Water, and a little 
White Sugar-Candy. 

This is a good Remedy in inflamed Eyes; 
or where Spots and Film are beginning to ob- 


ſtruct the Sight. 


19. Aqua Opthalmica Draytoni. Eye- Water of 
Dr. Drayton. 


Take Succotrine, Aloes, Prepar'd Tutty , 
and white Sugar Candy, of each one Ounce ; 


Cam- 


taoy 

Camphire half an Ounce, powder them all; 
macerate the Tutty in Breaſt-Milk for three 
Hours, then throw away the Milk and put 
on more for three Hours longer, this repeat four 
times; then to the Tutty add the other Things, 
then pour on Roſe-Water one Pint, Canary a 
Quart, mix exactly, and put into. a Glaſs well 
cover'd in the Sun for four Days, ſhaking often 
every Day, then keep well ſtopt for Uſe. 

This is good to be dropt frequently into 
rheumy Eyes; and thoſe whoſe Eyes are gum- 
med up may open them with this Water : It is 
likewiſe good in Inflammations and Specks, and 
preſerveth the Sight from Decay in antient 
People. 


20 Aqua Phagedenica Neſtra. Our Phagedenic 
Water. 


Take Sublimate Mercury half a Dram, Sal 
Alkali one Dram, diſſolve them in an Iron 
Mortar, with a Pint of Lime-Water, ſtirring 
it about till it looks like Blood.

This differs from the Phagedenic Water of 
the College, only in the Addition of the Sal 
Alkali, which gives it another Colour, and

Ounces, melt them in a Crucible; add Bole 
Armoniac two Ounces, then 

Take of this Powder an Ounce and a half 
Spring Water a Quart, mix and keep for Uſe. 

This is an excellent Medicine, cleanſing all 
foul Ulcers, and diſpoſing them to heal, in the 
Itch, and all cutaneous Eruptions, it is both 
ſafe and efficacious. The Teeth and Gums 
frequently rubb'd with this are certainly kept 
clean and freed from the Scurvy : And all In- 
flammations, eſpecially thoſe of the Eyes and 


Defluxions of Rheum, will receive great Be- 
nefit from this Medicine. 


REMARK s. 


This little differs from the Aqua Camphorata 
of Bates; here the Vitriol is encreaſed to dou- 
ble the Quantity, as is the Camphire, and the 
Bole leſſen'd as much. It is to be noted in 
the Uſe, that to Ulcers it muſt be a little 
warmed ; if uſed to the Teeth, tye a Rag on 
a Scuer and dip it in the Water, and then rub 
the Teeth, taking Care to waſh the Mouth 
with a little Water pretty often ; and- for the 
Eyes, if it is too ſharp, it may be lower'd with

The Words, © according to Art” imply a 
great deal, ſo much, that none but thoſe that 
are of the Buſineſs can tell how to prepare fo 
perplext a Medicine; and as I deſign this Book 
greatly for Family Uſe, I will for the Sake of 
unlearned Readers, that they, through Ignorance 

of 
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of the Preparation may not be depriv'd of fo 


excellent a Remedy give Directions how this is 
to be done.

of the Leaves and Flowers of St. John's Wort half 
a Pound: Cut the Herbs ſmall, and macerate a 
Day and a Night in a Quart of the beſt White 
Wine, and three Pints of Oil Olive, then boil 
gently over a ſlow Fire (continually ſtirring it) 
till the Wine is conſum'd, then preſs out and 
add Venice Turpentine one Pound and a half, 
let them boil moderately for half an Hour, and 
towards the End, add finely powder'd Oliba- 
num four Ounces ; Choice Myrrh three Oun- 
ces, and Dragon's-Blood one Ounce, boil all 
to the Diſſolution of the Gums ; place all in-a 
fit Veſſel, and let it macerate in the Sun for 
twenty Days; then put up and keep for Uſe;

REMARK s. 
This is greatly different from the College, 
by the Addition of the Herbs, the Omiſſion of 
the Wax, and ſubſtituting the Dragon's Blood 
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for the Sanders, as the Edinburgh and Bates's 
Diſpenſatory have done. Mr. Quincy very juſtly 
obſerves, that the Sanders can anſwer no Inten- 
tion, either as a Vulnerary or Balſamic ; for 
which Reaſon it is rejected by all thoſe who 
have mentioned it as an external Application. 
The Myrrh and Olibanum are very advanta- 
ceous Additions, and muſt greatly add to the 
Warmth of the Medicine: If it is made as 
above, its Virtues are as follows : 

This is a good Medicine in'all Wounds and 
Ulcers, as well internal as external, and will 
draw extraneous Bodies out of Wounds : It is 
alſo good in Burns and Contuſions, and will 
give Eaſe in the Pains of the Head, Gout in 
the Feet, Pleuriſy and Cholick, by anointing 
the Part. If two Drams be taken every 


Morning for a Fortnight it will expel Poiſon, 


and by its Unctuoſity will cloath and ſatisfy the 
Coat of the Stomach againſt the acute Points of 
the Poiſon, which ſo blunted, will not a& with 
that deadly Force. In Surfeits take two Drams 
in a Gill of Canary: It is of great Service in 
Ulcers of the Lungs which it lenifies and cures ; 
in Aſthmas and inveterate Coughs it is uſeful, 
and hinders the Effect of peſtilential Air, anoint- 
ing the Lips and Noſtrils, and may very conve- 
niently be joined with Dr. Mead's Powder in 
the Cure of the Bite of a mad Dog : It is good 
in Fiſtulas, killeth Worms, is a ſafe Applica- 
tion in Cancers, and an efficacious Medicament 
in the Small-Pox and Meaſles, two Drams

_ admirably contrived to anſwer their Intentions ; 


the Woods, Roots and Spices, in the former 
being well choſe, and much fafer than Anti- 
monial or Mercurial Sweats, and the Opium

and Spirit of Salt, as to be not ſo liable to cauſe

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Bed. The Doſe is a Dram Averdupbix, or 
Fifty- ſix Grains, which is to be mixed in a large 
Tea Cup full of White Wine, Cyder, or ſmall 
Punch; and half a Pint of the Decoction is to 
be drank, either cold or Milk-warm, after 
every Doſe. 

Theſe Medicines do frequently cauſe much 
Pain at firſt ; in which Caſe it is proper to give 
an Opiate, and repeat it as often as there is Oc- 
caſion. 

If the Perſon be coſtive during the Uſe of 
them, let him take as much Lenitive Electuary, 
or other laxative Medicine, as may be ſufficient 
to remove that Complaint, but not more: For 
it muſt be a * Care at all Times to pre- 
vent a Looſeneſs, which would carry off the 
Medicines ; and if this does happen, it will be 
Proper to increaſe the Quantity of the Powder, 
which is aſtringent, or leſſen that of the De- 
coction, Which is laxative, or take ſome other 
ſuitable Means by the Adyice of Phyſicians. 
During the Uſe of theſe Medicines, the Per- 
ſon ought to abſtain from ſalt Meats, red 
Wines and Milk, drink few Liquids, and uſe 
little Exerciſe, that ſo the Urine may be the 
more ſtrongly impregnated with the Medicines, 
and the longer retain'd in the Bladder. 

If the Stomach will not bear the Decoction, 

a ſixth Part of the Ball made into Pills muſt 

be taken after every Doſe of the Powder. 
Where the Perſon is aged, of a weak Con- 

ſtitution, or much reduced by Loſs of Appetite, 
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or Pain, the Powder muſt have a greater Pro- 
portion of the calcin d Snails than according to 
the foregoing Direction; and this Proportion 
may be increaſed ſuitably to the Nature of the 
Caſe, till there be equal Parts of the two In- 
gredients. The Quantity alſo of both Powder 
and Decoction may be lefſen'd for the ſame 
Reaſons. But as ſoon as the Perſon can bear it, 
he ſhould take them in the above Proportions 
and Quantities. 

Inftead of the Herbs and Roots before men- 
tion'd, I have ſometimes uſed others, as Mal- 
lows, Marſhmallows, Yarrow red and white, 
Dandelion, Water-Creſſes, and Horſe-Radiſh 
Root, but do not know of any material Dif- 
ference. | 

This is my Manner of giving the Powder 
and Decoction. As to the Pills, their chief 
Uſe is in Fits of the Gravel attended with 
Pain in the Back and Vomiting, 'and in Sup- 
prefſions of Urine from a Stoppage in the Ure- 
ters. In theſe Caſes, the Perſon 1s to take five 
Pills every Hour Day and Night, when awake, 
till the Complaints are removed. They will 
alſo prevent the Formation of Gravel and 
Gravel-Stones in Conſtitutions ſubject to breed 
them, if ten or fifteen be taken every Day.

Liniment for ſore Eyes. 


TAkx of prepar'd Tutty one Ounce, of La- 
pis hzmatites prepar'd two Scruples; of the beſt 
Aloes prepar'd twelve Grains ; of prepar'd 
Pearl, four Grains: Put them into a Porphyry 
or Marble Mortar, and rub them with a Peſtle 
of the ſame Stone very carefully, with a ſuffi- 
cient Quantity of Viper's Greaſe, or Fat, to make 
2 Liniment, to be uſed daily, Morning or Even- 
ing, or beth, according to the Conyeniency of 
the Patient, as hereafter directed. 

This Recipe firſt made publick by Sir Hans 
Sloane, was purchaſed by him of a Perſon who 
had it from Dr. Rugeley. 

Sir Hans informs us, that the Method which 
has beſt ſucceeded with him in facilitating the 
efficacious Uſe of this Liniment, is Bleeding and 
Bliſtering in the Neck and behind the Ears, in 
order to draw off the Humours from the Eyes ; 
and afterwards, according to the Degree of the 
Inflammation, or Acrimony of the Juices, to 
make a Drain by Iſſues between the Shoulders, 
or a perpetual Bliſter; ; waſhing the Eyes with 
Spring-Witer, which he eſteemed preterablegs 
any ſpirituous Lotion, whether ſimple or com- 
pound. And that the beſt inward Medicines-are 
Conſerve of Roſemary-Flowers ; antiepileptic 
Powders, ſuch as pulvis ad Guttetam ; Betony, 
Sage, Roſemary, Eyebright, wild Valerian-root, 
Caſtor, &c. waſhed down with a Tea made of 
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the fame Ingredients ; as alſo Drops of com- 
pound Spirit of Lavender, and / volat. olegſ.

The following Receipts, having been found of 
great Efficacy in the private Practice of the 
Editor, are here recommended to the Publick. 


188. For Redneſs in the Eyes by Inflammation. 


TAkx a new laid Egg, break a ſmall Hole 
in the Top of it, and pour the Yolk out 
of it: Fill it full of the Juice of Houſe-leek, 
and ſet it in the Embers ; when it boils 
ſkum it till it be clear ; then put into it as much 
white Copperas as a great Barley Corn, and fo 
let it boil till the Copperas be melted; then ſtrain 
it through a clean Cloth and put it into a Glaſs, 
and when you uſe it keep your Eye cloſe with 
a Piece of Silk; uſe it when you go to Bed, and 
one Hour before you riſe ; if you put your Cop- 
peras in before the Water be clear, it will look 
black but not be the worſe for Uſe. 


189. An Application for the Gout. 


Take Cantharides a moderate Quantity, and 
twice as much ſour Rye-bread crumbled, ſtamp 
them together in a Mortar with a little Vinegar, 
make a Plaiſter upon Cloth, cut it the Breadth 
of two-pence and lay it to the Place where the 
Pain is, for the Space of fix or ſeven Hours ; 


then lift up one fide of the Plaiſter with a Knife, 


and let it lye half an Hour, then take it off, and

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a Bliſter will be gathered there, let out the Wa- 
ter with a Needle in the loweſt Place of the 
Bliſter, and preſs it ſoftly with your Finger. 
Then take an Oak Leaf, cutting away the hard 

Veins thereof, and prick it very full of little

Pain ceaſes upon the breaking of the Bliſter ;

TAKE a Raven, draw out the Guts, and 
put it into a Pan with the Feathers, and ſet it 
into the Oven after the Bread is drawn out; 
when you take it out of the Oven, flea off the 
Skin and Feathers together, and cut the Fleſh 
from the Body of it, as thin as you can; then 
lay it on Plates, and dry it in an Oven as afore- 
ſaid, until it will beat to Powder, then take an 
Ounce of the Powder and add theſe Ingredients, 
Miſletoe of the Oak, fingle Piony-roots, Cu- 
bebes, Nutmegs, Cowſlip Flowers, and La- 
vender each one Scruple; beat all together and 
finely ſearſe through a Sieve; then take as much 
as will lye upon a Shilling every Morning, in 
a Diſh of Tea, to be taken at the New of the 
Moon, and two Days after, and at the Full 
of the Moon.

Tax fine Powder of Virga Aurea, or Gol- 
den Rod, and put a Spoonful of it into a new 
laid Egg ſoft roaſted, give the Patient to drink 
thereof in a Morning at his Breakfaſt, and let 
him not eat for ſome time after. 
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195. A Sovereign Plaiſter for any Ach. 


TAkx a Quart of Malmſey and a Spoonful 
of Sallad Oyl, a good Handful of Onions peel'd, 
bruiſed and broken, and one Dram of Pepper 
finely beaten; ſeethe all theſe together until they 
be thick, ſpread it upon a Cloth, and apply it to 
the Place where the Pain is. 


196. For Redneſs in the Face, or Pimples pro- 
ceeding from a cold Cauſe. 


Take Orange-peels, dry them and pound them 
very ſmall, and take thereof as much as will lye 
upon a Shilling in a Spoonful of Beer faſting, 
for fifteen Days together; and at any Time 
when they riſe again uſe this Medicine ; if it 
comes from Cold, it is the beſt Medicine in the 
World. 
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
